There  were  a  total  of  104  Trainees  on  the  register  in  January ,  1969* 
Luring  the  year  18  Trainees  were  admitted,  and  16  left,  leaving  a  total  in 
December,  1969?  i06» 

Staff  in  the  Adult  Wings  remain  unchanged.  Miss  Clayton,  Special  Care 
Unit,  returned  from  leave  of  absence  and  Mrs*  McFadden  who  was  appointed  as  a 
temporary  assistant  was  made  permanent  as  the  demand  for  places  in  the  Special 
Care  Unit  increased*  Miss  Marshall  returned  from  the  Diploma  Course,  having 
been  successful  and  Mrs*  Hancock  reverted  to  General  Duties. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  seen  a  change  in  the  tone  of  the  Centre  due 
to  the  widening  range  of  disabilities.  Although  the  majority  of  Trainees  are 
still  classed  as  Mentally  Handicapped  we  are  now  admitting  brain  damaged 
children  caused  by  traumatic  experiences,  gross  behaviour  disorders  and  young 
people  who  have  been  brought  before  the  courts.  This  has  made  the  work  of 
staff  mere  difficult  and,  at  times,  very  trying  but  at  the  same  time  more 
rewarding. 


The  majority  of  children  return  to  normal  situations  after  extensive 
social  training*  With  all  the  Trainees  social  training,  sense  training, 
speech  training  and  habit  training  play  a  big  part  in  the  Centre  routine, 
with  music  and  movement  and  physical  education  to  help  with  deportment  and 
physical  growth.  For  the  more  able  ones  academic  work  continues  but  the 
standard  attained  is  not  very  high.  The  behaviour  of  the  Trainees  both 
inside  and  outside  the  Centre  is  of  a  very  high  standard  and  the  staff  are 
frequently  complemented  on  this.

A  new 
contract  from  Messrs.  Bellamy's  Ltd.,  for  making  up  chocolate  boxes  proved  to 
be  both  enjoyable  and  lucrative. 


MENTAL  WELFARE  OFFICERS 


In  1969  there  have  been  110  admissions  to  Psychiatric  Hospital  where  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  have  been  involved,  75/^  being  of  an  informal  nature. 


General  Practitioners  have  referred  63  cases  during  the  year  requiring 
supportive  care,  social  rehabilitation  or  possible  admission  to  hospital. 

Other  sources  of  referral  have  been  hospitals,  mainly  when  patients  have  been 
discharged,  the  Police,  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security  and  the  Education 
Authority.  Liaison  between  Psychiatrists  and  Social  Workers  at  hospital  level, 
and  General  Practitioners  and  Health  Visitors  at  local  level,  appear  to  be 
sound  and  co-operation  with  other  social  agencies  e.g. ,  child  care,  probation, 
is  good. 


Where  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  involved  with  patients  who  have 
become  difficult  by  the  nature  of  their  illness,  the  Ambulance  Service  and  the 
Police  have  been  extremely  helpful. 


The  Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  at  Beancroft  Road, 
Castlef ord,  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  when  a  Psychiatrist,  an  Assistant  in 
Psychiatry  and  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer  attend. 
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The  Castleford  Social  Club  is  held  every  Monday  evening  from  7«00  p.rn. 
at  West  Villa*  Hightown.  There  are  approximately  25  names  on  the  register 
with  an  overall  average  attendance  of  10.  Club  night  is  looked  forward  to 
by  all  members 3  and  a  happy  family  atmosphere  persists  throughout  each  session. 
Patients  attending  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  problems  and  difficulties 
with  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  who  are  in  attendance.  The  Castleford 
branch  of  the  National  Association  of  Mental  Health  holds  a  monthly  social 
evening,  and  appears  to  go  from  strength  to  strength. 

Ment ally-subnormal  patients  in  the  community  and  those  in  hospital  are 
visited  as  often  as  possible*  and  a  pleasant  and  co-operative  working  arrange¬ 
ment  is  maintained  between  hospital  and  Training  Centre  staffs.

GEHERAL  provisions  op  the  health  service? 


A.  HOSPITALS 

The  hospital  facilities  available  within  the  Hormanton  Urban  District 
remain  as  follows? 

General  Hospital  Accommodation 

All  hospitals  providing-  facilities  for  cases  from  the  Hormanton  Urban 
District  are  managed  by  the  Castleford,  Pontefract  &  Goole  Hospital  Management 
Committee  or  the  Wakefield  Hospital  Management  Committee,  under  the 
administration  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  hospitals  are  situated 
in  Pontefract  and  Castleford.  Additional  facilities  are  also  provided  in  Leeds 
and  Wakefield. 

Maternity  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes . 

The  booking  of  beds  for  expectant  mothers  at  the  Castleford  Maternity 
Home  is  carried  out  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office  on  an  agency  basis, 
the  number  of  beds  available  for  the  Divisional  Area  being  at  present  4 6. 
Abnormal  cases  are  referred  by  their  own  general  practitioners  either  for 
direct  booking  or  as  emergency  cas^s  to  Matiygates  Maternity  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

Isolation  Hospitals 

Any  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  is  normally  admitted  to  Seacroft 
Hospital  at  Leeds,  while  patients  suffering  from  other  infectious  diseases 
are  admitted  to  either  the  same  hospital,  or  more  generally  to  the  Burntwood 
Hospital,  Brierley. 

B ,  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  the  ambulance  service  for  the 
Hormanton  District  sad  the  local  depot  is  situated  in  Smawthorne  Lane, 
Castleford,  Telephone  Ho.  2281. 

C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Medical  Research  Council  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wood  Street, 
Wakefield.  Specimens  for  bacteriological,  virological,  entomological  and 
chemical  investigations  are  accepted  by  the  Laboratory  from  general 
practitioners  and  Public  Health  Department  Staff.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  yen  my  Annual  Report  cn  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Service  for  the  year  1969.  The  report  on  Sanitary  Administration 
covers  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1969,  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is 
for  the  Financial  Year  ending  31st  March,  1970. 

Much  routine  work  was  dene  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
and  as  a  result  a  considerable  number  of  repairs  were  carried  cut  3 

Many  improvement  and  standard  grant  applications  were  made  during  the 
year,  in  the  main  by  owner/ occupiers,  and  the  Council  continued  to  help  in 
these  cases  as  much  as  possible,  whilst  deploring  at  the  same  rime  the 
failure  of  some  landlords  to  take  advantage  of  these  grants.  On  the  other  hand 
some  owners  and  agents  wore  at  last  beginning  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme » 

On  the  95th  August  the  Housing  Act,  1969  came  into  force  but  this  had  not  made 
much  difference  by  the  end  of  the?  year* 

With  regard  to  Slum  Clearance,  six  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  by  the 
Council  during  the  year,  comprising  74  houses  and  in  addition  reports  were  made 
to  the  Council  in  respect  of  2  individual  unfit  houses,  on  which  Closing  Orders 
were  made0 

Luring  the  year  much  work  was  done  under  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963?  and  many  contraventions  were  found  and  the  necessary  notices 
served.
